“ Shocking ” inadequacy of Dublin hospital 
accommodation for fever cases was mentioned 
at yesterday's meeting of the Dublin Assist- 
ance Board. 

Dr. J. Hannigan, T.D., raised the subject 
when he asked if any steps had been taken 
to secure a site for a central fever hospital, 
or if the establishment of such a hospital ever 
was to become an accomplished fact. 

Mr. P. 8. Doyle, T.D., said that it was a 
matter for the Local Government Board. 

Dr. Hannigan ‘said that, in addition to the 
lack of accommodation, the 49s. a week which 
the Board was paying for each child in a city 
fever hospital was too higlf, although the 
hospital had asked for the amount to be in- 
creased to 56s. 

Remarking that Dr. Hannigan’s point was 
“all important,” Mrs. Maud Walsh said that 
accommodation for fever cases was urgently 
needed. At present many children suffering 
from fever had to be kept at home, where, in 
the majority of instances, there was a large 
growing family. 

Mrs. Walsie urged the Board to suggest the 
or the 
treatment of fever cases. . She terthed the 
present lack of accommodation ‘‘ shocking.” 

Questioned, Dr. Dwyer, Resident Medical 
Superintendent, said the Union was 
"“ desperately ’’ affected. He agreed with 
the suggestion that temporary structures 
should be provided. 

Dr. Hannigan asked Mr. P. J. Medlar, 
member, Cork Street Hospital Board, how 
many cases had been refused admission. 

“ About fifteen cases have to be refused 
each month,” replied Mr. Medlar. Continu- 
ing, he said that the Cork Street Board was 
doing everything it could. 

Almost every week, he revealed, the Board 
sent a letter to the Minister pointing out the 
conditions which existed, at m asking him to 
expedite the building of a hospital. 

t was decided to inform the Minister that 
the Board was of the opinion that the present 
accommodation was inadequate, and that it 
required his immediate attention. '

The special case stated has reference to 
the tenancy of Patrick Hoban, 50 Aungier 
street, Dublin, who, the arbitrator found, 
occupied the basement shop and first floor ag 
a weekly tenant under agreement. at the 
weekly rent of 29s. 4d., the landlord doing 
repairs and paying sates. Hoban had car- 
ried on business there as a greengroeer and 
fruiterer for a continuous period of twenty 
years. i 

It was contended by the Corporation before 
the arbitrator that the claimant, being a 
person having no greater interest in the pre- 
mises than as tenant from year to year or for 
a year, was not entitled to have compen- 
sation assessed, and that the compensation 
(if any) could be awarded only in accordance 
— the Land Clauses (Consolidation) Act, 
1845. 

For the claimant, it was contended at the 
arbitrator’s inquiry that he was entitled to 
have compensation assessed by virtue of the 
Acquisition of Land (Assessment of Compen- 
sation) Act, 1919, or, alternatively, that he 
was entitled to the benefit of the provision of 
the Landlord and Tenant Act, 1951, and was 
a person having a greater interest than as 
tenant from year to year, or for a year, and 
that he, therefore, had a saleable interest in 
the premises, and that, as such, he was en- 
titled to have compensation in respect of his 
interest in the premises assessed and awarded 
by the arbitrator, and, in addition, was en- 
titled to compensation for trade disturbance. 

The arbitrator made no award, but asked 
the opinion of the Court on the question 
whether or not the claimant had, by virtue of 
the Landlord and Tenant Act, 1931, an in- 
terest in the premises greater than as tenant 
from year to year, or for a year, so as to be 
entitled to have compensation assessed for 
his interest in the premises under the 
Acquisition of Land Act, 1919, unrestricted 
by the provisions of Section 121 of the Land 
Clauses Act, 1845. 


QUESTION FOR COURT 


Further, the arbitrator asked whether, if, 
in the opinion of the Court, Hoban was en- 
titled to compensation for loss of trade or 
trade disturbance, and if, in the event of the 
Court answering these questions in a certain 
way, he was entitled to assess the amount of 
compensation for trade disturbance or the 
compensation assessable under Section 121 of 
the Land Clauses Act, 1845. 

Mr. Albert E. Wood, K.C., and Mr. 5. 
Gerard Burke (instructed by the City Law 
Agent) appeared for the Dublin Corporation ; 
and. Mr. William Black; K.C., and Mr. W. 
O'B. FitzGerald (instructed by Mr. F, W. 
Gilligan) for Charles Hoban. 

The questions at issue were, said Mr. 
Wood, very important, and the answers of 
the Court would govern a large number of 
weekly, monthly and yearly tenants, who 
would be disturbed by Corporation street- 
widening schemes. So anxious was the Cor- 
poration to have the questions answered that 
they were paying the costs in the present 
appeal, no matter how’ the questions were 
answered. 

The Court referred the matter back to 
the arbitrator. with a declaration that, hav- 
ing regard to Section 1 ot the Act of 1919, 
he is empowered to assess compensation in 
the’ case of Hoban, and that the compen- 
sation should be assessed on the basis of the 
market value of Hoban’s interest in accord- 
ance with the ruies in Section 2 of the Act. 

The Corporation was directed to pay the 


‘costs of the claimant and the costs of the 


solicitor to the arbitrator in preparing the 
statement of the case stated.

Flying bu “ Bradshaw" 


I have just been shown—and had ex- 
plained to me—an interesting publication 
called “ The Air Almanac,” | gáis by 
the British Air Ministry. An air pilot 
tells me that many airmen, when aking 
cross-country flights, frequently fly by 
“ Bradshaw ’’—in other words, they 
follow the line of the railway tracks 
hetween towns. Other pilots, more 
advanced in navigation, fly by “ dead 
reckoning,’ the combined use of the 
compass and the clock. 


Longer flights, such as those across 


oceans like the Atlantic, called for moree 


accurate navigation than dead reckoning 
could provide, so the stars were brought 
to the aid. of the airmen. During the 
trans-Atlantic flights of the flying-boats, 
Caledonia, Cambria and Clipper III., 
between Ireland and Newfound this 
year, stellar navigation was used as a 
check on the wireless bearings provided 
from Foynes and Port Botwood and the 
crew's dead reckoning of their position. 
This method of navigation proved so 
successful that its benefits are being 
on to all pi “The Air 
Almanac ”’ is really an adaptation of the 
Nautical Almanac, and with its assistance. 
and the appropriate instruments (such as 
a sextant), the crew of an aircraft will be 
independent of any outside source, so far 
as ascertaining their position is concerned, 
even in the event of a failure of radio 
communication.

‘TRE author of this book is Professor 
of lish Literature and Language 
in the University of Saskatchewan. But 
this does not mean that the book is of 
merely technical interest to students of 
linguistic science, or is yet another his- 
tory of language. Rather it is an investi- 
gation of irth of language, and for 
this the author has drawn largely upon 
philosophy and various kindred sciences. 
The k is divided into two parts: 
Section I., Clearing the Way; and Section 
'H., The New Investigation. Section L is 
a brief history of various theories of the 
origin of language. Starting from the 
accounts given respectively in the Bible 
Tislogie (Cratylus) of Plato, he 
on Rousseau, who has very little 
to say of value, and calls a first halt at 
Herder. His chief contribution in his 
prize essay, “ Uber der Ursprung der 
Sprache,' was not so much the sweeping 
away of crude theories and interpreta- 
tions, as his outlining of a sound philo- 
sophical theory of his own. The starting 
point is contained im this sentence: “ If 
it is incomprehensible to others how a 
human mind could invent language, it is 
mecomprehensible to me how a human 
mind could be what it is without discover- 
ing language for itself.” But Herder was 
not equipped with the necessary body of 
concrete guage data to work ont his 
theory. fully and in detail. 


Darwin's Part 


From Herder to Darwin there are 
many interesting names.in the history cf 
linguistics, but as their work lay in the 
interrelating of languages rather than 
theorising about the origin of language, 
they are not of immediate importance. 
One would not ordinarily connect Darwin 
with language, but he is dealt with be- 
cause of his insistence that the difference 
between the language of man and the 
cries of animals is one of degree, not kind. 
Professor Wilson blames him for deflect- 
ing the philosophy of language from its 
natural course, and, while recognising the 
positive contributions he made to the 
study of the subject, insists that the 
problem needs fresh investigation. This 
investigation occupies the second portion 
of the book.

kind, due to a real difference oí mental 
power. This difference is, in turn, due to 
the barrier of space and time between 
men and animals. The barrier of time in 
the case of a dog is that its grasp of time 
is confined to its own physical life span ; 
that of a man, thanks to language, sis 
him to reach backwards before his own 
birth, and, in a more limited sense, 
perhaps, forward after his own death. 
The barrier of space is similarly 
explained. 


Life and Mind of the World 


On the basis of an organic hypothesis 
of the world, the author then indicates 
the place of language in world evolution 
and relates it to space and time. ‘‘ On this 
hypothesis, then, the life and mind of 
the worid, which in its time-evolution 
rises steadily . . . upward through the 
cycles of insentient and sentient life, 
eventually comes to a focus in the 
organisation and mind of man. . . . .

way or other, from the sense-limiting 
media of space and time. Specifically he 
required time symbols lifted above the 
evanescence of time, and space-symbols 
released from the fixity of space. 


The Development of Natural Sounds. 


Starting with his own natural sounds, 
which, as time expressions, were the 
natural symbols for the time-process of 
intellecting the world, but which, in their 
natural state. could express time- 
manifestations only, man first transmuted 
these natural sounds into definite and con- 
ventionalised sound-symbols, which could 
express manifestations of space as well 
as of time, and in this way made the 
adequate biform instrument for the trans- 
lation of a biform world.

Master Carpenter 
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His Affinity with Trees

The Village Carpenter. By Walter Rose. 
London: The Cambridge University Pross. 
10s. 6d. net. 


HE author comes of stout yeoman 
stock which has plied its country 
trades for generations in Buckingham- 
shire. During the last century they took 
to carpentry, and, accordingly, the writer 
of this hook is the grandson as well as 
the son of master carpenters, workers in 
wood who loved and lived for their craft. 
They were men who had a special affinity 
with trees. They knew through sheer in- 
stinct the difference between the various 
woods. ‘‘ Each separate wood," writes the 
author, ‘‘has its definite characteristic, 
bnt between some the difference is so 
slight and subtle that, though I know it 
without effort. I experienced the utmost 
difficulty in describing it or passing on 
such knowledge to others.” ‘The author 
deals with many sides of carpentry, al- 
ways from the viewpoint of the true 
craftsman. Wood is to his type the raw 
material from which they must fashion 
articles. useful and beautiful, combining 
the two whenever possible. 

While he is describing these different 
aspects of his trade Mr. Rose gives many 
little anecdotes and een, reminis- 
cences which serve to show the men with 
whom he worked all his life—men as the 
sawyers, who could so regulate the cut of 
the teeth of their saws that they became 
fine instruments of precision, cutting an 
amount of wood jast equal to the expen- 
diture of the men’s strength. The book is 
written with the same care as the author 
bestows upon his handiwork, and it takes 
its place as a classic of the English 
countryside which enshrines for posterity 
a portion of that rural life which, if not 
actually vanishing, is becoming more and 
more local.

REAT names have from time to tune 
adorned the legal profession in both 
England and ‘reland. Some have been 
known only to their brethren of the Bar 
and others have been well known by the 
man-in-the-street.

| Borough of Dun Laoghaire on work on men’s 
and boys” readymade, wholesale bespoke or 
retail bespoke tailoring. The prohibition 
false applies to the altering, repairing, 
renovating, or re-making of men’s or boys’ 
tailored garments. 

““ The Order is entitled the Conditions of 
Employment (Men’s and Beys’ Tailoring) 
(Prehibition of Employment of Outworkers) 
Order, 1937, primted copies of which will be 
available in due course. 

*“ An outworker is defined in the Act as a 
person who, for salary or wages, does in- 
dustrial work in his own home or in some 
other place, not under the control or manage 
| ment of his employer, on articles given out 
by or provid at the expense of such 
employer for delivery to Pie employer, or 
to some other person nominated by such 
employer after the doing of such industrial 
work. Any employer who employs an ont- 
worker in eentravention of this Order shall 
ibe guilty of an offence, and the outworker 
concerned shall also be guilty of an offence.” 

The issue of this Order did not come as a 
| surprise to the trades affected, as some time 
ago they were officially informed of the in- 
tention te make the new Order. The number 
of workers whe will be concerned is not con- 
siderable,

MAN WHO TRAVELLED 


IN IRELAND 


Stated te have been educated at Cambridge 
University, and to have worked for a time 
as a kitchen porter, Geoffrey Cranstone was, 
at Oxferd Assizes yesterday sentenced to im- 
prisonment tor embeasiomeut. 

He was charged with embezzling £206 
17s. 6d. from his Oxford employers. He 
pleaded guilty, 

It was stated that Cranstome kept the 
money which he received as payment due 
to'the firm, bought a car, and travelled in 
Scotland and Jreland. He had heen to prison 
for terms of six months and three years. — 

“I was badly in debt,’ Cranstone said. 
“I gambled in the hope that I might be able 
to recuperate. I did not intend to take the 
money at the time. 1 intended to return i, 
‘but ] was frightened, and 1 ran away. 
hope you will take into consideration the 
temptation that £200 in notes was when | 
had no money and was in debt, I hope you 
will not send me to penel servitude again, but 
give me a final chance.”’ 

Mr. Justice Finlay said that this was a 
most unhappy case of a man educated at a 
public school and university who had fallen 
into very serious crime, He added: ‘ The 
number of times [ have heard it said that 
men gambled in the hope of recouping debts 
for money taken is legion. 

“ The unhappy thing is that, whereas very 
many people gamble, so very few Ms at 
all events in that position, apparevtly gamble 
with success.

Belgian Neutrality 


Last weex, when it was announced that 
Germany had guaranteed the independence 
and integrity ot Belgium, as far as she 
was concerned, it was suggested that Italy 
would follow the example set by Herr 
Hitler, and make a similar declaration 
without delay. Signor Mussolini had 
intended that this should be done, but he 
has suddenly gone back on his intention, 
und now declines to make any declaration 
unless it is specifically requested by 
Belgium. The Belgian Government is 
unlikely to make such a request, however, 
because it realises that Italy is only wait- 
ing in order to cal] for some change or 
other in Belgian policy. It appears that 
Signor Mussolini 1s greatly annoyed by 
the attitude of Belgium's representative 
on the Non-Intervention Committee in 
London as he does not whole-heartedly 
support Siguor Grandi, 


Mr. Eden’s Stars 


Mr. Eden is so much in the public eye 
and prophecies as to his future import- 
ance are so common, that it may be in- 
teresting to some peuple to learn that 
from his horoscope, analysed 'n a weekly 
paper devoted to astrology, he will never 
be Prime Minister.

A? Sligo Corporation to-day Mr. W. J

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PRICES CONTINUE TO 
RECOVER

In strong contrast to yesterday’s feeling 
of desperation the Stock Market appeared 
to-day to-regain composure, and displayed 
what practically amounted to a feeling of 
confidence that the worst, was over. 

Cheered by the fact that yesterday’s re 
covery in prices continued until the close 
of the market, and was carried on later on

chased about for bargains, and offerings 
were readily absorbed at advancing prices. 

The possibility of securing bargains led 
to substantial withdrawals from savings 
accounts, and queues lined up before 
cashiers’ windows of many saving banks. 

Brokers and other investment sources 
were flooded with inquiries regarding 
possible purchases, and it was apparent 
that even the man on the street realised 
that some of the knock-down prices pre- 
vailing more than discounted the very 

ssimistic opinions regarding the genera] 
ee outlook. 

Prices to-day rose one to four or more 
points, some prominent issues rising as 
much as five to eight points. 

Trading, while not so heavy as yester. 
day, totalled 4,340,000 shares. Traders 
disagreed on reports- that buying came 
from strong Wall street interests. Invest. 
ment companies, which yesterday rallied 
to the support of the market, were to-day 
said to be less interested in acquiring 
shares. 

Gains in securities of British interest 
ranged from anything up to $10, all 
groups participating in the advance. The 
consensus of opinion is that the market 
has now regained its poise. Neither the 
Government nor the Securities and Ex 
change Commission is expected to depart 
from the “ hands off” policy, but the 
possibility is freely discussed that the 
recent collapse might prompt the forth 
coming special session of Congress to ro 
examine the laws governing taxation.

During the whole of the depression 
period world production declined by 14.8 
per cent. Our expansion was not favoured, 
therefore, in any way by world circum- 
The actual increase in the value 
of the output of the 23 industries included 
in the limited census of production 
between 1932 and 1936 was .000 000, 
and the number of persons employed in 
these industries increased by 32,000, and 
the wages paid increased by 2} million 
pounds. As compared with 1931 the in- 
crease in employment was 49,400, and if 
this motion were adopted all that employ- 
ment would be lost. That was what the 
deputies who were supporting the motion 
wanted. As a result of the taxation and 
duties which the Opposition deputies com- 
plained of imports of bacon had been re- 
duced from £1,289,000 to nothing ; imports 
of butter had decreased from £176,000 to 
nothing. 

The Irish farmer now had that market. 
He also had a market for £2,000,000 of food- 
stuffs of animal origin hitherto imported, 
and had been given a cereal market which 
was also aill at over £2,000,000. The 
home production of sugar meant an extrá 
£1,000,000 to the farmer. If the motion 
were adopted the farmers would imme- 
diately lose £7,000,000.

Bela Kun and the whole of the 
Hungarian Communist Party's Central 
Committee are accused of Trotskyism and 
sabotaging the Comintern’s united front 
policy. 

Fifty-four persons, alleged to be spies 
in the service of. Japan, have been executed 
at Ulanude, capital of the Buriat-Mongol 
Republic, near the Manchurian frontier. 
They were sentenced to death by the 
military collegium of the Supreme Court 
of Ulanude. 

According to a brief communiqué pub- 
lished in a Buriat-Mongolian newspaper, 
the men belonged to “a Trotskyist anti- 
Soviet band of wreckers and terrorists.”’ 

Following orders from the Japanese 
Intelligence Service, they are alleged to 
have sabotaged Eastern Siberian railways, 
and to have plotted a series of assassina- 
tions of Soviet leaders.

During the morning an air-Pyrenees 
commercial ’plane had arrived with a 
general and three Russian officers. 

All “planes were from Gijon, and carried 
4,000 cartridges and revolvers, which were 
seized. 

The pilots declared that they had fled 
from Gijon. There was no longer order 
there, and street fighting was going on, 
and the firing of buildings was in progress.. 

The 'planes made a wide detour out over 
the open sea prior to reaching Parme. 

A ‘plane which tried to land near Cap 
Breton fell into the sea not far from the 
shore. The pilot and passengers managed 
to get to safety, though the "plane was 
practically destroyed. The men had lost 
their way in the fog while trying to reach 
Parme from Gijon. 

The passengers in the ‘planes are 
believed to be Socialist or Communist 
leaders from Gijon.
